Food Administration 
Will Not Quit Work 
On Jan. 1, Says Soule 


That the food administration tis 
not going out of existence on the 
first of January as a press dispatch 
from Washington Thursday morning 
seemed to indicate, is the informa- 
tion received at the local offices 
here yesterday afternoon in a com- 
munication from Dr. Andrew Soule, 
federal food administrator of the 
state.

Dr. Soule stated that th 
sion that the food admi 

would pass out of existence on Jan- 
uary 1 was an error, and that the 


impres- 


administration would doubtless re-: 


main in operation until the formal 
declaration of peace. 

The communication stated in part: 

“It is quite true that the policy of the 
administration has been, since immediately 
after the signing of the armistice, to relieve 
restrictions and rescind regulations as rapid- 
ly as possible, whenever that has been con- 
sidered practicable by reason of an abun- 
dant supply or falling urices. It has like- 
wise been true that the operating forces of 
the administration have been gradually re- 
duced to reach a point of minimum working 
efficiency, and that policy will continue to 
the end of the work, many of the continuing 
duties falling to the volunteer forces which 
have all the while given unlimited co-opera- 
tion to the administration. Until the final 
conclusion of the administration’s work, 
however, the organization will be maintain- 
ed and held intact—state, county and citv— 
to such an extent as to enable full and 
proper compliance with remaining rules and 
regulations and also sufficient to constitute 
a framework which may be enlarged at the 
proper time to respond to the coming call 
for European relief. This is in conformity 
with the cabled plans of Food Administrator 
Herbert Hoover, who has made the declara- 
tion that the world food situation can be 
solved until the next harvest only through 
the continued support of the American peo- 
ple. America’s burden, Mr. Hoover cables, 
will, as a matter of course, become more 
specific than at the present time-so soon as 
the problems of organization, transportation 
and finance are solved. 

“It is specifically desirable, and the ad- 
ministration hes been- so instructed. that 
where the supply of any commodity is short 
or there is danger of profiteering, the ad- 
minigstration’s force be sufficiently maintain- 
ed to control and handle any such situation 
Which may arise and that the administra- 
tion maintain control of these commodities 


in which there may occur danger of short- | 


age.

Applewhite Approves 
Work of the Red Cross 
In Fighting the “Flu” 


Dr. C, G. Applewhite, in charge 
of the federal bureau of health here, 
has given his approval to the move- 
ment inaugurated by the Red Cross 
and being carried on by the women 
of the city to combat the spread of 
influenZa. Dr. Applewhite thinks 
it well that forces should be or- 
Sanized so that in the event of an 
epidemic relief could be mobilized 
quickly. 

The government physician ealled 
attention to the fact that in some 
families conditions have been ag- 
gravated from lack of proper atten- 
tion. Where all the members are 
Sick at once, as has happened ina 
number of instances. there was no 
way for them to receive proper 
treatment.

LIMIT ON U-BOATS 


AND AEROPLANES 
IN FUTURE WARS 


Washington, December 20.—Army 
and navy officials here believe that 
the use to which two weapons which 
figured largely in the world conflict 
—submarines and aircraft—may be 
put in future wars will be sharply 
limited by international agreement 
evolved at the peace conference. 

These questions have been under 
discussion in military circles since 
the end of hostilities, but there is 
no definite information as to what 
suggestions the American peace 
commissioners will present to the 
conference. There appears to be 
substantial agreement among of- 
ficers, however, that future opera- 
tions of submarines should be con- 
fined strictly against warships. 

As to aircraft, officers say that in 
seeking to make certain that civil 
populations are never again sub- 
jected to such outrages as have been 
committed by German airmen. It 
may well be that the flying army 
hereafter will be restricted exclu- 
sively to observation work and to 
such attacks upon troops as machine 
gun or similar armament would per- 
mit. 

The submarine problem, apparent- 
ly, attracts the greatest attention. 
There is reason to believe that the 
navy weneral board would not favor 
proposals that use of submarines 
in any form be abandoned entirely. 
Navy offigers, however, favor pro- 
hibition of the use of their 
against any but warships, 
would mean the end of submarine 
blockades, and they regard this as 
one of the main practical elements 
to be dealt with in any discussion 
of freedom of the seas. 

Another question with 
peace conference is expected to 
deal very emphatically is the use of 
poiscnous or other gases.

BERNARD N. BAKER DIES 
AFTER SHORT ILLNESS 


Santa Barbara, Cal., December 20. 
Bernard Nadal Baker, of Baltimore, 
shipping expert, died at a hospital 
here today after an illness of three 
days. Mr. Baker came here on ad- 
vice of his physicians. He was 
formerly a member of the shipping 
board, and retired at the time of 
the controversy with William Den- 
man. 


Baltimore, December 20.—Bernard 
N. Baker, who died today at Santa 
Barabara, Cal., was best Known in 
the transportation world as the or- 
ganizer of the Atlantic Transport 
company. Starting with one steam- 
ship in 1886 he brought the line to 
a commanding position in the ocean 
transportation service. It was ab- 
sorbed by the International Mercan- 
tile Marine company in 1902. 

Mr. Baker was president of the 
National Conservation company and 
took active part in the movement 
for the strengthening the merchant 
marine of the United States. Mr. 
Baker was born in Baltimore about 
65 years ago.

“Mr. Menken gave an interview to 
reporters of The New York Ameri- 
ean, when Mr. Hearst complained 
it wasn’t fair for the league to abuse 
him after e had rendered such aid 
to it in the early days of its organi- 
zation,” Colonel Lydecker said. “In 
his interview, Mr. Menke stated how 
much the Hearst publications had 
aided the league, and added that the 
publie’s opposition towards Hearst 
was due more to the way they look- 
ed at his articles rather than to the 
facts the articles really contained.

The investigation of the coal sit- 
uation here was made as the result 
of complaints filed with the local 
fue] administrator and transmitted 
by him to the office of the state 
administration at Commerce. A tel- 
egram received by_the local ad- 
ministrator yesterday from the 
office of Dr. Hardman stated that, 
if so recommended, an _ investiga- 
tion with a view of having dealers 
refund to consumers excessive 
charges made in the past wotld be 
ordered immediately.

Paris, December 20.—Arrange- 
ments have been made by whi 
1,000,000 tons of shipping will be ré* 
leased from the army suply serv- 
ice and diverted to American export 
trade to aid home industries in 
changing from war to a peace basis.
